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Improvement Program To 
Carry Out Spirit Of NRA 
Launched By Blue Eagle 

Committee Endorses Plan To Furnish Employment By 
Paving Of Dirt Streets And Laying Of Sidewalks And 
Petitions Are Immediately Put Into Circulation To 
Initiate Local Projects— 


Petitions for the improvement 
of half a dozen Sierra Madre 
streets were placed in circulation 
this week as a part of the local 
committee’s plans to carry out 
the spirit of the NRA. Follow¬ 
ing suggestions made by speak¬ 
ers at Friday night's Blue Eagle 
meeting in the City I?ark, the 
central NRA committee on Mon¬ 
day night endorsed a program of 
improvements and assumed re¬ 
sponsibility for the circulation 
of petitions to initiate them with 
the idea of furnishing employ¬ 
ment and increasing purchasing 
power of the population. 

Within 24 hours after the NRA 
program had been outlined, pe¬ 
titions were in circulation by 
volunteer committees of the NRA 
calling for the paving and im¬ 
provement of thoroughfares in 
every section of the city. Many 
of the petitions, it was predicted 
by NRA leaders, would be ready 
for presentation to the City Coun¬ 
cil at its next meeting, with the 
possibility that some of the pro¬ 
jects will be under way within 
30 days. 

Considering suggestions made 
by NRA orators at Friday’s mass 
meeting, attended by practically 
half of the city's population, the 
NRA organization inquired 
minutely into the possibilities of 
carrying through a program that 
would be to the benefit of the 
whole community. 

Summoning City Business Man¬ 
ager A1 Myers before it, the 
committee was informed that 
under an act of the last assembly, 
making a State law of a former 
city ordinance under which vari¬ 
ous thoroughfare here were im¬ 
proved at a nominal cost, the 
NRA committee ascertained that 
it would be possible to pave five 
and one-half miles of dirt streets 
for an assessment as low as 36 
cents a lineal foot and which 
can be paid for in ten annual 
installments and that many 
thoroughfares may be paved, 
curbed and sidewalked for as 
little as J5.00 a year over a 10- 
year period. 

The committee was shown as¬ 
sessments levied for the improve¬ 
ment under this system of Es- 
peranza street where the cost 
was but $7.50 for a 50-foot lot. 
Following an exhaustive inquiry, 
Harold Roberts offered a resolu¬ 
tion to immediately launch an 
improvement campaign if costs 
would be held . at the figures 
quoted by Mr. Myers. 

"For the purpose of affording 
immediate relief to the unem¬ 
ployed of our city and carrying 
out the policy of the NRA, X 
move that this committee en¬ 
dorse a program of street im¬ 
provements designed to create 
employment in this municipality 
for the benefit our own unem¬ 
ployed citizens and that this com¬ 
mittee shoulder the responsibility 
for the circulation of petitions to 
initiate this work at the earliest 
possible time," said Mr. Roberts. 

In the discussion that followed. 
Business Manager Myers ex¬ 
plained that under the new’ act 
of assembly, eliminating costly 
overhead charges for engineering, 
advertising, legal fees, etc., that 
98 per cent of the cost of the 
improvement would go into labor 
and materials whereas under the 


cent of the cost was so directed. 

Myers brought out the fact that 
under the new legislation 10 
years would be allowed for the 
payment of assessments against 
property owners and that these 
assessments for the mere paving 
of streets would not exceed $2.50 
a year ;that for paving, curbs 
and sidewalks they would not ex¬ 
ceed $5.00 a year, if the work is 
immediately undertaken. 

“It should be borne in mind," 
said Myers, “that these costs are 
predicated on immediate action, 
for the cost of all materials Is 
rapidly advancing. I might indi¬ 
cate this to you by stating that 
the cost of crushed rock has in¬ 
creased between August 1st and 
September 1st by the difference 
between 80 cents a ton and $1.75 
a ton. How much higher these 
costs will go is problematical; 
that they will go higher is cer¬ 
tain. I would say now that 
streets may be paved, curbed and 
sidewalks laid for as little as 
$1.50 a foot, but it may not be 
jossible to secure these prices 
long.” 

Councilman Lester K. Layton 
was asked if the Council would 
authorize the improvements if 
petitions were presented. “Of 
course the Council will,” said 
Layton, "if the people want them 
and the petitions will be the peo¬ 
ples’ answer." 

Mr. Robert’s resolution was 
unanimously adopted and the pe¬ 
titions ordered circulated imme¬ 
diately. They were in circulation 
on Suffolk, Manzanita and Mira 
Monte avenues on Wednesday and 
others will be presented to prop¬ 
erty owners on several other 
streets by Monday Chairman Bill- 
heimer of the NRA committee 
announced.

CONSERVATION CAMPS ARE 

MOLDING YOUNG MEN INTO 

THE NATION OF TOMORROW

R IDING nearly three hundred 
miles over ‘ the rough Cali¬ 
fornia mountain territory of 
the San Bemandino National For¬ 
est last Friday and Saturday, a 
score of Southern California 
newspaper publishers and writers 
were treated by the Forestry De¬ 
partment to a first-hand glimpse 
of the mechanics of President 
Roosevelt's gigantic Civilian Con¬ 
servation Corps project. Each 
camp, including Idyllwild, Vista 
Grande, Mill Creek, Radford and 
Bear Valley, with its 200 youths 
apiece, had individual problems 
and accomplishments and par¬ 
ticular prides, but all together 
they proved a unified example of 
the high importance and apparent 
success of the country’s initial 
projected step toward prosperity 
and well being. 

The camps are, in physical 
aspect, of two types. Idyllwild is 
the barrack type, with sleeping 
quarters composed of bunks in a 
long wooden structure which was 
erected, of course, by the men 
themselves, under army super¬ 
vision. All other units, such as 
mess-hall, supply building, in¬ 
firmary and recreation hall, are 
similarly housed. Vista Grande is 
of the tent type, each tent hav¬ 
ing a wooden superstructure, with 
canvas covering. The sole excep¬ 
tion to these two primary types 
is Camp Radford. Here the men 
had the advantage of the struc¬ 


tures formerly occupied by the 
county recreation camp. 

Briefly touching on the running 
order cf the camps, and the ad¬ 
ministrative functioning— Army 
officers, either captains or lieu¬ 
tenants, from March Field, are in 
charge of the camps proper. The

Would Make 
Jobless Self 
Sustaining 

Plan Submitted To Give Re¬ 
lief Association All City’s 
Junk Business 

A plan whereby the Unem¬ 
ployed Relief Association of this 
city may become practically a 
self supported community unit 
through a systemitized collection 
and sale of all of the commu¬ 
nity's paper and junk, was pre¬ 
sented to that organization yes¬ 
terday by City Business Manager 
A1 S. Myers. 

"In the past few months,” 
Myers states, "the price on scrap 
paper has risen from $4 to $15 
a ton, a prodigious rise, and in¬ 
dicative of the general increase 
in prices on such commodities as 
old metal, junk, and such things 
as are at present either going 
utterly to waste here or are be¬ 
ing transported out of town by 
other welfare organizations than 
our own. 

It is our hope that the Relief 
Assoiation put this collection on 
a regular and systematic basis, 
and that every citizen be in¬ 
formed of the scheduled times of 
collection. Probably there are 
from 10 to 15 tons of paper 
alone coming into town every 
month, and there is much more 
of value, such as old furniture 
and plumbing equipment that the 
unemployed men can repair and 
turn into cash. 

"In the Relief Association ranks 
there are carpenters, welders, and 
every kind of mechanical expert. 
These men can all be put to 
work, with the cooperation of 
the citizenry. Save your old 
papers, your old clothing and 
junk! Regular collections will be 
made as soon as a system is 
formulated. I wish to stress the 
fact that no enterprise will be 
engaged in that will conflict with 
any established business or trade- 
in Sierra Madre.” 

County's lax Rate 
Soars To $1.20 — A

City Urged To Act Under 
Blue Eagle Banner At Big 
Mass Meeting In City Park 

Initiation Of Local Projects 1500 Hear Appeals To Line 


To Provide Employment 
Urged By Speakers 

In outlining the method by 
which Sierra Madreans may show 
their patriotism and contribute 
to their own welfare, Robert A. 
Swink, president of the Pasadena 
Chamber of Commerce, addressed 
the big Blue Eagle Mass meeting 
in the City Park on Friday night 
as follows: 

“You have a wonderful pro¬ 
gram for public improvements al¬ 
ready outlined ana approved by 
your Mayor, City Council and 
Business Manager, which if fully 
executed will involve the expen¬ 
diture of some $350,000. This pro¬ 
gram looks to the Improvement 
of and conservation of water, of 
improved drainage, improved 
streets, and other matters bene¬ 
ficial to your city. 

"The leaders of your city, real¬ 
izing that a better method of 
street improvement might be had, 
formulated a measure which was 
submitted to the Assembly for 
passage and is known as Assem¬ 
bly Bill 2347. Under this law 
streets may be improved at a 
minimum cost to the property 
owner and without resort to the 
cumbersome procedure and the 
exorbitant overhead applicable to 
the old and customary acts under 
which street improvements have 
been made. Under these acts, the 
incidental expense, that is to say 
engineering, office work, adver¬ 
tising, etc., averaged about 52 
per cent of the cost of the im¬ 
provement and only 46 per cent 
to 48 per cent represented actual 
labor and material. Under this 
new bill, I am told that these in¬ 
cidental expenditures have been 
reduced to 5 per cent or 10 per 
cent and that expenditures for 
labor and material will represent 
90 to 95 per cent of the cost of 
the improvement.

Canvass For NRA

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City's Tax Rate 
Again Fixed At 
$2.40 By Council 

C ITY COUNCIL adopted the 
municipal tax levy ordi¬ 
nance fixing the rate at 
$2.40 per $100 of assessed valu¬ 
ation at its meeting on Mon¬ 
day night. Several communi¬ 
cations commending the Coun¬ 
cil for budgeting the city’s 
activities within the limita¬ 
tions imposed by greatly re¬ 
duced valuations were read 
and no one appeared to pro¬ 
test. It was predicted that the 
levy would result in a decrease 
of approximately 20 per cent 
in the tax bills for municipal 
purposes on real property. 

The ordinance as adopted 
specified the purpose for which

"Provide employment for your 
citizens— that is the intent, the 
spirit of the NRA. You have a 
wonderful improvement program 
outlined here in Sierra Madre. 
You can cooperate patriotically 
with this movement to help 
America if you will. Initiate your 
program at once and have the 
satisfaction of assuring that as 
a city you have ‘done your part’.” 

This was the message 
Robert A. Swink, president of the 
Pasadena Chamber of Commerce, 
shot at his audience at the NRA 
mass meeting in the city park 
on Friday night, attended by 
more than 1500 Sierra Madreans. 

Immediately preceeding him 
Assemblyman Frank G. Martin 
of this Assembly district, told 
how at the suggestion of local 
citizens, he had secured the en¬ 
actment in the Legislautre of a 
law that will permit this and 
other sixth class cities to carry 
through street improvement pro¬ 
jects at a fractional cost of such 
improvements under old improve¬ 
ment laws and which promises 
to become of inestimable value to 
various municipalities in digging 
their way out of the depression. 

"Take advantage of this law— 
improve your city, employ your 
people; help in a substantial way, 
to do the thing the President had in 
mind when he launched the NRA 
program," said Martin. 

It was Sierra Madre’s largest 
mass meeting. An excellent pro¬ 
gram of entertainment preceded 
the speakers and the aduience re¬ 
mained until almost 11 o’clock 
showing its interest in the NRA 
drive locally applied. 

Following addresses by George 
H. Mosser who explained the sal¬ 
ient features of the “new deaU of 
which the NRA’s program is the 
keystone, Assemblyman Mart in 
and Mr. Swink, representatives of 
the various Sierra Madre organi¬ 
zations were called upon. All 
gave gave concise pledges of loy¬ 
alty on behalf of the memberships 
they represented. The few words 
of Sam Blum, representing the 
Cooperative Relief Association 
were characteristic. 

“You ought to be able to count 
on us 100 per cent" said Blum, 
"because it was in our interest 
particularly that the NRA was 
conceived, though it is also in the 
interest of every American. We, 
of all people, should and will do 
our part. It may mean a little 
effort for others to do theirs, but 
when we, the unemployed, are 
benefited, they also will be bene¬ 
fited." 

Commander Roy Shetler spoke 
for the American Legion, Mrs. 
A. A. Halsey for the Woman’s 
Club, Mrs. Roy Pickett for the 
American Legion Auxiliary, Har¬ 
old Roberts for the Kiwanis Club, 
Mrs. C. H. Sandage for the Eas¬ 
tern Star, James N. Haw’ks for 
the Masonic Lodge, Mrs. Vera 
Stewart for the Daughters of the 
Union Veterans of the Civil War, 
Mrs. Judson for the Red Cross, 
Joseph Swanson for the Volunteer 
Firemen and W. S. Hull, presi¬ 
dent, for the Merchant's Associa¬ 
tion. 

J. S. Billheimer, chairman of 
the NRA organization here and 
president of the Chamber of Com., 
merce, as presiding officer of the 
meeting, said that the National 
NRA organization had sent out a 
query, "How are you going to 
make the NRA effective in your 
city ?" 

"That,” said Mr. Billheimer, 
"should be the real purpose of this 
meeting. We should give more 
than lip service. What are we 
going to do? We can do more 
than merely sign our names to the 
consumers' pledge cards that will 
be presented to us. The mere 
signing of these cards is perfunc¬ 
tory. We must do something— 
something to create, to give em¬ 
ployment —do something for our 
fellow men—that is the call of 
the times to do something. I 
hope that the speakers I will in¬ 
troduce may have something to 
suggest and that if their sug¬ 
gestions are worthy, that we 
shall, as quickly as possible ‘do 
our part’ to help restore a nor¬ 
mal condition in our land." 

Assemblyman Martin promptly 
answered the challenge by telling 
of the enactment at Sacramento 
of the law that will permit the 
city to launch an employment 
program that wilt provide em¬ 
ployment. 

“Localize the NRA," said Mar¬ 
tin, "by applying it to Sierra 
Madre, You have no industries 
here, therefore you must devise 
work for your unemployed. 
You have several miles of 
unimproved streets and under the 
law about which I have told you, 
you have a direct, simple, inex¬ 
pensive way to improve your 
city and employ your Jobless— 
the purpose of the NRA. You 
have an unusual opportunity to 
do a big thing a patriotic 
thing."

Dean Hunt, who is an authority 
on California history as well as 
a native son, is the author of 
“From Ox Cart to Airplane,” 
which volume he passed around 
the luncheon table for inspection 
on his visit here. He commenced 
his talk by giving in outline the 
transportation methods that have 
been seen in the State. First, he 
told, the Indians and early 
Spanish pioneers made use of the 
ox cart or carreta. 

“This carreta,' ’he said, "as you 
know' was composed of two great 
clumsy wheels made of wooden 
blocks. It was possible to hear its 
approach at a distance of over 
a mile, especialyl inasmuch as a 
pack of dogs usually joined in 
the procession." With the arrival 
of Jcbediah Smith, who was the 
first American to arrive in Cali¬ 
fornia via an inland route, came 
the need for swifter transporta¬ 
tion. So came improvements in 
the wagon type vehicle, until 
finally the stagecoach and rail¬ 
way were resulted." 

Communication systems im¬ 
proved from the former "wash- 
tub," grape-vine word-of-mouth 
gossip methods until the famous 
Pony Express stirred govern¬ 
mental interest in transcontinen¬ 
tal railway lines and regular 
scheduled mail delivery.

T HE middle of September 
means the end of vacation 
; time and the beginning of 
a new activity in gardening. Ami 
the garden usually needs a good 
overhauling at this time. There 
is lots of trimming and cutting 
back to be done now. Annuals 
that are through blooming should 
be pulled out, gladioli bulbs dug 
up, chrysanthemums tied up and 
leaves raked up. 

Rose bushes can be lightly 
pruned now, fertilized, watered 
thoroughly and forced into lux¬ 
uriant growth for fall and winter 
bloom. After the new growth has 
formed, dust, occasionly with 
powdered sulphur to prevent or 
correct mildew. 

Beds that have been cleaned 
out can be manured and spaded 
up in preparation for the winter 
annuals. Young plants can be set 
out during September and Octo¬ 
ber of Pansies, Violas, Stocks, 
Snapdragons and Cinerarias. 

Sweet pea seed can be sown 
now for winter flowers. 

Dahlias can be cut back now 
to allow new growth for early 
fall blooms. 

Chrysanthemums need water 
and fertilizer now and if larger 
blooms are desired, they should 
be disbudded.
